MEDICAL RE-EXAMINATION. 
ALLEGATIONS AGAINST DOCTORS. 
A PARLIAMENTARY: COMMITTEE. 


In the House of Commons ‘recently, 
‘Mr. Pringle moved.'to reduce the salary 
fof the Sceretary for War. by £100 in 
rorder to call gttention to the*seandal in 
wonnection with the medical re-examina- 
‘gion of discharged and rejected men. He 
‘was able to show, he said, ‘that not only 


‘had the precautions which wore promised 
not. been observed, but that these re- 
examinations had been carried out in a 
hursh, cruel, unfair, and wasteful way. 
(Hear, hear.) In nearly every area of 
the country has recruiting authorities 
bad vent out notices for reexamination 
not only to: men who had obtained 
fraudulent rejections, or had in the past 
been carelessly examined, or: whom they 
had reason to suppose had improved in 
health, ‘but they had called upon the 
‘maimed, the halt, the blind, the mute,. 
the mad, wnd even the dead to appear 
before these exumining authorities, These 
men were bullied by the recruiting officers, 
frequently kept waiting for many hours. 
without food or water, and treated with 
harshness and insult by the medical 
officers. who usually conducted the re- 
‘examinations in the most perfunctory 
manner, (Hear; hear.) Every member of 
that House who had had any connec- 
‘tion with local or appeal tribunals felt 
the sume indignation at the treatment 
pf these men and at the maladministration 
which allowed it, (Cheers.) Exceptions 
wero obtained, when the Act was passing 
through that House, that men wounded, 
gussed, or suffering from neurasthenia, as 
the result of naval or military service, 
should be excepted from the provisions 
‘.of the Act, but these men. were being 
ealled up, The uniformity with which 
they had occurred in every area indicated 
‘ ghat there must be some instructions which 
were responsible for all this aruelty. 
Apart from the cruelty involved, it was 
a waste of the national resources, Many 
thousands of men were being taken into 
the Army to-day, and had been token 
during recent months, who wero unfit for 
any form of service. Wo had mobilised 
wur cripples. That sort.of thing could 
not be dona without destroying the con- 
fidence of the public, and the Govera- 
mont could not stir up discontent without 
prejudicing the successful conduct of the 
‘war. (Cheera.) ; 

Bir G. Baring said he was chairman 
‘of the Hampshire and Isle of Wight 
Tribunal, which hod dealt with 4,000 or 
$,000 cases, and their confidence in the 
medical boards was very soon rudely 
shaken. In numberless cases where men 
had been passed for Class A or B1 these 
men a few weeks afterwards were entirely

REPLY FOR THE WAR OFFICE, 


Mr, MasPherson, replying, stated that 
there had been a great deal of, misrepre- 
sentation in the country in connection 
with the Act.
